Standards of Worth and Merit.

Every man has something which he 
prizes above all things el=e—some- 
thing in which be takes a «pecial pride; 
something, in fact, in which be glories. 
These objects of exteem are as various 
as the ever-yarying tastes of men. In 
ome instances these preferences are 
based on just and snfficient reasons, 
bnt in others they are entirely chimer- 
ical and abanrd. What one man con- 
siders of the greatest moment, anothor 
regards as but little consequence; 
what one man prizes as his chief good, 
another regards as of comparative!y 
little ralne. This is owing to the dif- 
ferent standards that men adopt by 
which to judge of the good or exit 
qualities of objects. Chooving an im- 
proper standard, as a matter of course, 
erroneous conclusions are regched. 

Whatever there is of an earthly 
chat acter that is good, judging by the 
true standard of worth, is only nch 
in a comparative and very inferior de- 
gree, In an absolate ene there 1s 
notbing of a temporal natnre in which 
we may traly glory. Everything 
earthly is nnsnbstantial and perisb- 
ing, and cannot properly be made the 
object of our trust We should there- 
fore, seek that which is substantial 
and enduring as the object of our 
«1preme good, Hence it is *aid,” © Let 
not the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory in 
bis might, let not the rich man glory 
in his riches,” bat he that glorieth, 
let him glory in the Lord.” Not- 
withstanding this, there are many 
persons who, even in matters of 
religion, don't always place the 
highest estimate on that which 1s 
the most exsential. The Jews valued 
themaelres on circumcinon—on being 
Abraham's seed—heirs to the prom* 
i5es, The false teachers referred to 
in this epistle, prided themselres on 
"a fair show in the flesh''—a zealous 
observance of the external forms of 
religion, while they manifested but 
little regard for true piety.
